The Czecho-Slovaks are two di- 
visions of a race now estimated to 
number about 8,500,000 people. They 
lived in Southern Central Europe 
long before the advent of Christian- 
ity and in spite of generations of 
subjugation have successfully résist- 
ed Germanization.

PARIS, Sept. 3.—During the fight- 
ing along the whole length of the 
front in the last few days German 
airplanes, usually plentiful during 
actual fighting, have been strangely | 
absent, and this has given rise to 


actual condition of the enemy’s air 
forces. On the entire Soissons-Noy- 
on front only five enemy machines 
have been observed in the last 24 
hours. 

This has enabled the French flyers 
to carry out some extremely ae 
bombardments of German railro

Stouke, whose German is as good 
as his English, ordered the trio of 
prisoners into a shell hole, and from 
the same hole helped to stop the 
advancing foe. One of the prisoners 
tried to escape, so Stouke shot him 
down. With the remaining two, the 
enemy's onslaught having been dis- 
posed of, he again set out to the 
rear. A machine-gun bullet killed

HIGH COST OF LIVING AT 
CAPITAL BIG PROBLEM 


Subject Inspires a Lecture From 
Congressman Rucker for Ben- 
efit of Constituents. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—It’s a 


long way from Keytesville, Mo., to 
Washington, D. C., but a lot of Con- 
gressman W. W. Rucker’s constitu- 
ents at Keytesville, Paris and other 
places in the Second Missouri Dis- 
trict would like to take the trip to 
help Uncle Sam win the war. ‘ 
| Rucker, like other Missouri con- 
| gressmen, has received dozens of let- 
ters from men and women who want 
war-time jobs in Washington. Today 
he got one from a woman who said 
that she would be willing to come 
here for a modest salary—said sal- 
ary, however, to be such as to en- 
able her to live here comfortably and 
make an occasional trip home. 

That letter inspired Rucker to de- 
liver a little lecture on wartim: 
Washington for the benefit of the 
folks back home in MissourL 

Many Feel Called. 

“They read about the congeste.1 
conditions here,’ he told the corre- 
spondent, ‘“‘but they think the news- 
papers have exaggerated. [ get let- 
ters from married men, some o* th«m 


to come here and live and do war 
work. I have to tell them :o stay at 
home, because if they came they 
_couldn’t find a house for the family 
to live in. Back in Kaytesv'lle it’s 
| hard for a householder to conceive of

. Rucker desired written. 

Washington in wartime is the 
most crowded city in America. A 
house that would rent for $25 a 
month in Keytesville or Paris would 


are mighty few to be had at that or 
any other price. One example may 
enable Congressman Rucker’s con- 
stituents and other Missourians to 
visualize conditions. A year ago a 
man rented a house here for $35 a 
month. Recently he subrented it for 
$120, and the subrenter is letting 
out two of the rooms, unfurnished, 
for $65. 
Traveling Also Expensive. 

A good deal more than a “mod- 
est” salary would be required to per- 
mit Congressman Rucker’s corre- 
spondent an occasional trip home.

‘reported to the House today by the 
| Ways and Mans Committee, the 
|American people will pay in taxes 
approximately $8,012,792,000 of this 
year’s estimated war expenditures of 
$24,000,000,000. The remainder of 
nearly $16,000,000,000 will be left to 
posterity in the form of bonds. 

Most taxes provided in present 
revenue measures were substantial- 
ly increased and new items were 
added, including many luxuries and 
a war profits tax recommended by 
President Wilson. Nearly §$5,500,- 
000,000 of the taxes will come from 
excess and war profits and individ- 
ual and corporation incomes. 

The committee, left no stone un- 
turned in its effort to seek out all 
incomes for taxation, and even per- 
sons below the legal age of 21 years, 
whose income this year exceeds the 
exemptions of $1000 for single per- 
sons, and $2000 for married persons, 
must make returns. 

Excess Profits Big Source. 

The largest source of estimated 
revenue is from taxes on excess 
profits, including war profits—$3,- 
100,000,000—and the next is from 
taxes on incomes—$1,482,186,000 
from individuals and $826,000,000 
from corporations. 

The estimated yield from sources 
other than incomes and excess and 
war profits include:

GROWING PLANTS FROM SLIPS 


OW is the time to “slip” the 
N plants in the flower garden if 


you want a vigorous supply 
of house plants either for an indoor 
window garden or a small conserva- 
tory. Geraniums are perhaps the 
easiest of all to grow from cuttings 
for indoor culture, but almost any- 
thing that is not started afresh from 
seed each year can be treated in this 
way. Coleus, fuchsia, lemon ver- 
bena, heliotrope, etc., all make 
thrifty little plants properly 
“slipped.” 

For making these slips, or cuttings 
as they are called by florists, first 
select a healthy plant. It is best to 
use the terminal buds—that is, the 
ends of the stems, and they should be 
those of the summer's growth. Such 
slips will grow much easier and 
quicker than intermediate cuttings, 
for the terminal buds contain within 
themselves all the elements neces- 
sary to turn plant food into plant 
tissue. 

Take off the slip with the blade of 
a sharp knife by a diagonal stroke, 
as this gives a greater surface for 
forming the callous from which the

called “fiats,”’ but a emall flower pot 
will do as well. 

Put some clinkers or § trregular 
pleces of stone in the bottom to keep 
the earth from packing close about 


ithe hole and obstructing the drain- 


age, and then fill with good garden 
soil. Take the slip between the 
thumb and first finger and push it 
about an inch and one-half into the 
soil and press the soil against it from 
all sides so that it will not dry out 
and fail to root. Never put this slip 
in the sunlight, but in a shady place 
where there is plenty of light. Water 
only in the early morning of a sunny 
day so that the surface of the soil 


will be dried by night, or you may. 


lose your best slips from a fungus 
disease produced by dampness. 

When the young plants are well 
rooted, which 
starting a vigorous growth, they 
should be brought out into the sun 
for a part of each day and watered 
as freely as any other plant. 

Many amateur gardeners fall to 
succeed because the earth in their 
gardens is too alkaline or “sour,” as 
it is often called. A little lime quick- 
ly brings it to condition.—Andre Du- 
pont.
